A large crowd of stockholders at- 


tended the opening hearings yester-r 
day and listened in amazement to tJie 
financial exploits of the three R. I*. 
Dollings companies revealed in thai 
testimony.

the small industrial corporations, ia 
which they had obtained an interest,

vegetable matters into the soil. 


A fire which consumes only the 


material above the general level of 
the soil- is called a surface fire.

en or huckleberry regions, is known 
as an underground fire.

REMEDY FOR POULTRY MITES 


Blood Sucking Parasites Live Entirely 


-on 
Blood of Fowl—Coal-Tar 


Products Effective.

ordinary poultry mites are probably 
the most troublesome aud destructive 
unless kept under control, says the 
Onited States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 
Unlike the lice, poultry mites 


are bloodsucking parasites and live 
•entirely on the blood of the fowl. They 
are very small and when not filled 
with blood are' gray in color and are 
called gray mites. 
However, when 


they have been on the body of the 
fowl and filled themselves with blood 
they look red and are called red mites. 
They do not stay on the fowl's body 
all the time, like lice, but during the 
day hide away in cracks and crevices, 
behind boards that are near the roosts, 
in the cracks of brood coops, and in 
other places. At night when the fowls 
and chicks go to roost the mites come 
out of their hiding places, crawl onto 
the birds, and suck the blood from 
their bodies. The irritation and loss 
of blood causes mrfture fowls to be- 
come pale in comb and wattles and 
poor in flesh ; sitting hens may desert 
the'ir nests and spoil their eggs, if they 
«3o 'not die on the nests, and chickens 
become weak and droopy and in many 
instances die from the attacks. 


Since poultry mites hide away m 


cracks and crevices during the day, 
the first thing that should be done 
to get rid of them is to give the poultry 
Saouees, roosts, nests, etc., a good clean- 
ing. 
After the cleaning, spray thor- 


oughly with kerosene, crude oil, or 
some effective coal-tax preparation, 
making sure that the spray reaches all 
the cracks and crevices and every 
•other place where tbe mites might 
tie hiding. This coal-tar preparation 
Is most effective and lasts longest. It 
can be purchased locally .with full 
directions for mixing and use. It is 
necessary to spray thoroughly and 
often, especially. during warm weather, 
If the mites are to be kept from an- 
noying the fowls.

Production of- Baby Beef 


Is Showing Big Increase 


The production of baby beef 
has 


shown an increase in recent years 
jecause consumers demand small cuts 
of high quality beet" and the cost o.f 
production has increased until feeders 
can seldom hold their cattle to an 
advanced age with any assurance of 
profit. Calves and yearlings can make 
from 25 to 50 per cent more meat for 
the grain consumed than the same ani- 
mals would if kept until two or three 
years old. 


Disadvantages 
exist, however. In 


feeding baby beef. 
Young, growing 


animals do not have the capacity to 
handle large amounts ot" roughage in 
addition, to the grain required and 
greater skill is necessary in feeding. 
Calves 
of suitable 
type, 
breeding, 


quality and condition must be bought 
or raised. 


To determine the extent to which 


silage may be used and the type of 
animal best suited for baby beef pro- 
duction, 
the 
Minnesota 
experiment 


station recently fed several lots of 
young stuff. 


It was found that the addition of 


SL full feed of silage to the standard 
ration of shelled ground oats, linseed 
meal and alfalfa hay caused the ani- 
mals to remain on feed more regu- 
larly, eat less grain, gain faster and 
make their gains on less grain. 
It 


also reduced the cost of 100 pounds 
of gain but decreased the selling price 
ten cents a hundred pounds, thus 
leaving a slightly larger profit from 
the animals fed silage. 
A half-feed 


of corn silage had the same effect as 
a full feed but to a less marked de- 
gree. 


In the 
comparison of pure-bred, 


high-grade and 
common calves for 


baby beef, the rate of gain and the 
amount of feed required for a hundred 
pounds of gain were practically the 
same for pure-breds and high-grades, 
but the latter sold for thirty cents a 
hundred pounds less, making $3.49 
less profit per head than the pure- 
breds.
